Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Health  Department  for 
the  year  1972. 

Vital  Statistics 

There  is  nothing  unusual  in  these  and  they  approach  the  national  average. 


Housing 

Owing  to  the  impetus  given  by  recent  legislation  to  the  improvement  of  older 
houses,  there  has  been  a general  enhancement  of  the  quality  of  the  housing  stock  in  the 
district,  both  private  and  council  owned.  All  but  7 of  the  houses  owned  by  the  council  are 
up  to  the  “twelve  point  standard”.  It  is  estimated  that  by  mid  1972  only  74  private  houses 
were  unfit  and  only  120  were  incapable  of  being  improved  to  the  “twelve  point  standard”. 
Of  the  total  10,108  private  houses,  6,524  were  up  to  this  standard  and  3,390  were  capable 
of  improvement  to  this  standard.  If  this  progress  continues,  a satisfactory  influence  will  be 
exerted  on  the  general  health  of  the  population. 

Air  Pollution  by  heavy  metals 

In  April  we  set  up  a monitoring  station  in  Drymma  Hall  in  co-operation  with  the 
Welsh  Office,  The  Atomic  Energy  Research  Establishment  at  Harwell  and  Swansea 
University,  to  monitor  the  concentration  of  heavy  metals  in  the  atmosphere.  This  is  one  of 
a series  set  up  in  South  Wales  and  the  results  will  be  published  by  the  Welsh  Office,  after 
readings  have  been  taken  for  a year  or  more.  It  is  hoped  to  establish  whether  the  concen- 
trations are  excessive  and  whether  they  have  any  effects  on  the  community. 

Pollution  in  Swansea  Bay 

In  May,  the  Welsh  Office  established  a Working  Party  to  examine  pollution  in 
Swansea  Bay.  The  results  will  not  be  ready  for  some  time,  but  the  department  is  involved 
in  sampling  and  the  collection  of  data. 

West  Glamorgan  Environmental  Pollution  Committee 

Port  Talbot  Borough  Council  initiated  this  committee  in  the  middle  of  the  year 
by  inviting  representatives  of  district  councils  in  the  area  to  meet  regularly. 
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The  Deposit  of  Poisonous  Waste  Act,  1972. 

This  A.ct  took  effect  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  a result 
a reduction  will  take  place  in  illicit  dumping  of  refuse  and  waste. 

May  I finally  thank  the  staff  of  the  health  department  for  their  co-operation  and 
support  and  also  to  the  members  of  the  council  for  their  consideration  throughout  the 
year.

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STANDARD  OF  HOUSING  IN  COUNCIL’S  AREA 

In  June  1972,  the  Secretary  of  State  at  the  Welsh  Office  strongly  commended  all 
Authorities  who  had  not  recently  made  a survey  of  housing  in  their  area  to  do  so.  Advice 
on  how  to  carry  out  a sample  survey  was  given  in  Area  Improvement  Note  1 circulated  in 
March  1971. 

In  Mid  1972,  there  were  in  the  Neath  Rural  Area,  3,698  Council  Houses  and  10,108 
houses  in  other  ownership.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  carry  out  a sample  survey  of  approxi- 
mately one  in  every  thirteen  of  houses  “in  other  ownership”. 

816  houses  were  selected  on  this  basis  by  the  Computer  Section  of  the  Treasurer’s 
Department  and  these  were  later  surveyed  by  the  Department’s  Public  Health  Inspectors. 
As  a result  of  this  Survey  and  again  with  the  help  of  the  Computer  Section,  an  estimate  of 
the  condition  of  the  10,108  houses  “in  other  ownership”  was  made. 

With  regard  to  the  3,698  Council  Houses,  the  Council  were  well  on  with  the  work 
of  bringing  its  pre-war  Council  Houses  up  to  a modern  standard  and  therefore,  with  the 
exception  of  7 old  acquired  houses  the  stock  of  Council  Houses  was  classed  as  being  up  to  a 
“twelve  point  standard”.

2.  Have  each  room  properly  lighted  and  ventilated. 

3.  Have  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water  laid  on  inside  the  dwelling. 

4.  Be  provided  with  efficient  and  adequate  means  of  supplying  hot  water  for  domestic 
purposes. 

5.  Have  an  internal  water  closet  if  practicable;  otherwise  a readily  accessible  outside 
water  closet. 

6.  Have  a fixed  bath  or  shower  in  the  bathroom. 

7.  Be  provided  with  a sink  or  sinks  and  with  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal 
of  waste  water. 
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8.  Have  a proper  drainage  system. 

9.  Be  provided  in  each  room  with  adequate  points  for  gas  or  electric  lighting  (where 
reasonable  available). 

10.  Be  provided  with  adequate  facilities  for  heating. 

11.  Have  satisfactory  facilities  for  storing,  preparing  and  cooking  food. 

12.  Have  proper  provision  for  storing  fuel  (where  required). 

Of  the  81  dwellings  estimated  as  unfit,  it  is  felt  that  these  can  be  cleared  well  before 
1980,  providing  a site  for  rehousing  can  be  obtained  in  the  Pontrhydyfen  area,  where  some 
33  of  these  dwellings  are  situated. 

Of  the  3,390  dwellings  in  “other  ownership”  which  are  capable  of  improvement 
to  a “Twelve  point  standard”,  the  Council  are  at  present  approving  improvement  grants  at 
the  rate  of  about  600  per  annum.  In  addition  the  Council  have  declared  a large  portion  of 
Cwmgwrach  an  Improvement  Area,  and  further  areas  in  Resolven  and  Skewen  are  to  be 
declared  as  such.
